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The Education Program recognizes that the disciplinary actions that involve isolating, segregating and 
locking up residents are the most restrictive means of behavior management.  It may be necessary, 
however, as a last resort in the continuum of the Division’s Behavior Management Policies and 
Procedures. 
 
In such cases, the Education Program provides educational services to the student.

Procedure from Policy 1200.1719:  Education:  Services for Students in Isolation, Segregation and 
Lock-up 

 
A.A Major Discipline Review may result in a decision to remand a resident to his/her unit. 
 
B.Any resident who is remanded to his/her unit receives educational services.
